Albert G. Recker, standing at the sink in 
the kitchen of the home of his employer, 
Zach Linders, 4223 Pleasant street, drank 
‘half of the contents of a two-ounce bottle 
of carbolic acid, and in a few secunds had 
'Jotmed his father and elder brother, Otto, 
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in a suicide’s death.

Mrs. Linders screamed and the mans i4- 
year-old sister, Freda, ran ‘to him and

Albert Recker's father, Otto, killed him- 
self with a draught of Paris green in a 
Monett, Mo., hotel in June, 1896, on read- 
ing of the suicide of his son, Frederick, 
at the house where the family now live. 

Two years ago Albert, after a quarrel 
with his stepfather, took Paris green, but 
was saved by prompt action at the City 
Hospital. 

The family deny a report that the two 
daughters, Freda and Lena, once tried to 
kill themselves. The girls, who are yet 
gmall, said Saturday that they had never 
tried to take their own lives. 

Mrs. Bruening said Saturday morning 
that she knew of no reason why Albert 
should have killed himself. Neighbors 
also declared that his motive was a mys- 
tery. He was in excellent health, had a 
good position and was not, so far as the 
family or neighbors knew, the victim of 
any misfortune in love. 

“The last time he was at home’’—thne 
evening before he took the poison—‘he 
seemed in the best of spirits) and joked 
pleasantly with the children,” said Mrs. 
Bruening. ‘‘He was jollier than he had 
been for a long while.”

Unconfirmed Report of the Killing of

LONDON, Sept. —The powers are evi- 
dently still exerting pressure both at Con- 
stantinople and at Sofia to avert a Turco- 
Bulearian war, apparently with some tem- 
porary success, but meantime an increas- 
ingly terrible tale of atrocities, comanitted 
in Macedonia, shows that the situation is 
daily becoming aggravated. 

News that a French squadron is going 
io the Levant is also considered ominous, 
and this step by the French government 
probably will be followed by similar ac- 
tion on the part of other powers. 

The Turkish embassy in London, in its 
denial issued daily of Turkish atrocities, 
@ecilares it today to be “absolutely false 
that the Ottoman troops are burning vil- 
lages, the truth being that it is the Bul- 
garians who, at the approach of the troops, 
use explosives to burn villages before leav- 
ing them and then accuse the Turkish 
troops of such abominable deedes.”’ 

The same communication maintains that 
there were only eight persons killed and 
fifteen wounded in the affray at Belrut 
and that many fugitives to Lebanon are 
returning to their homes. 

According to special dispatches from Con- 
etantinople the Mussulmans sack Chris- 
tian houses during the disorders at Belrut 
and sensational rumors of all kinds are 
current, including a general masacre at 
Reirut, the imminent dynamiting of pub- 
lic bulldings and the poisoning of the 
water supply at Constantinople. 

From Vienna comes again an uncon- 
firmed report that Boris Sarafoff, the 
Macedonian leader, has been murdered 
near Monastir. 
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FRANCE SENDS SHIP 
TO TURKISH WATERS. 


PARIS, Sept. 12.—After a conference be-

That is a 
question I have not yet answered for my- 
self. It is a visit—whether it is to be 
short or long. I do not know. I am getting 
old, ves, and sentimental. I wish again to 
see that home in which I learned to know 
the joy of living.’

The Marquis de Mores, whom this woman 
now mourns, was a  ~nineteenth century 


D’Artagnan. The lineal descendant of the 
old and recognized French nobility, he in- 
herited the fighting spirit and the passion 
for adventure that characterized those men 
who in the days of Louls XIII, represented 
the best blood of France. 

It was his love of hazardous undertakings 
that brought him to the Dakota Bad Lands, 
and it was due to this same spirit that he 
lost his life a few vears ago on the hot 
sands of northern Africa. whither he had 
gxgone to take part in a movement against 
English territorial expansion. A man of 
fiery temper, he fell, so his widow still be- 
lieves, by the hand of one of his own men. 

De Mores was for years the most pic: 
turesque ranchero in the Northwest. In the 
spring of 1883 he married the daughter of 
iA. L. Hoffman, a New York banker, who 
still lives on Staten Island, and the two 
yorne lovers came West. 

Backed by the millions of his. wife's 
father, he had soon laid the foundations of 
a wonderful establishment at Medora. Bil- 
lings Countv, N. D. Here he 
friend of Frederic Rernington, the artist. 
He bought cattle by the thousands of 
heads, he staked off miles of good grazinz 
land and fenced it in with stout timber; 
he erected a chapel, a hotel, a mummoth 
paching plant and a chalet. in which he 
and his heautiful voung wife lived. Here 
he conceived stupendous plans for furnish- 
ing beef for the markets of the world. 


But the Plans 
Miscarried. 


But these plans miscarried. 
$1.000,000—some say $2,000,.000—of his father- 
in-law's monev and a vast fortune of his 
own, only to abandon Medora at the last. 
Cowboys destroved his femces in order that 
they might drive their cattle across. rather 
than around, his big reserve. and fights 
were of ubmost daily occurrence. He was 
a crack shot, and and, in one of thes 
disturbances, three cow punchers were 
eitled. 

He wes brove to the last degree, but the 
fact that he ‘“‘rose in his stirrups'’ when he 
rode, as all Frenchmen do, won for him the 
sobriquet ‘“‘the dude,” and the cowboys 
hated him. His wife's courage and her 
ability as a horeewoman ure still talked 
of in the Bad Lands, but even these could 
not win him success. Today. at Medora, 
there is a lonely station agent wh» re- 
counts to travelers the feats of daring De 
Mores, 

The marquis returned to France with his 
wife. He soon became prominent in the 
anti-Semitic movement, whats caused many 
riots and duels throughout the country. 
With several of these the Marquis de Mores 
was reported to be connected. In 1892 he 
fought a duel with Capt. Mayer of the 
engineer corps. The captain was mortally 
wounded. The marquis and his seconds were 
arrested and brought to trial, but- were ac- 
quitted. 

In 189% the Marquis de Mores organized 
an expendition to Northern Africa, which 
was to form part of the movement against 
the English In this expedition were seme 
of his old enemies, who had concealed from 
him their identity. It is said that it was 
at the hands of one or more of these that 
he came to his death. 

Before the expedition returned to France 
his widow. the marquise. preferred charges 
against his alleged slayer or siayers. A 
court was convened in. Algiers by the 
French government, but the marquise was 
unable to prove her case to the court's 
satisfaction. She still belleves her husband 
was murdered 

“Tt was a terrible death for so brave a 
man to die." said she yesterday. “Valiant 
devoted to his country. upright. a mode! 
soldier, it is pitiable that he should come 
to his end under an assaesin’'s hand. But 
his is the history of many of the world's 
bravest and best.”

News Shipyard. 


SPEED AND FIGHTING POWER 


Pretty Daughter of Gen. Francis E. 
Waters Christens Boat as It 
Glides From the Ways. 


NEWPORT NEWS. Va., Sept. 12.—The 
armored cruiser Maryland, latest addition 
to the nation’s navy, was launched this 
morning from the ways of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co. on to 
the auiet waters of the River James. 

The honor of naming the vessel was 
awarded by the secretary of the navy to 
Miss Jennie Scott Waters, daughter of 
7en. Francis E. Waters of Baltimore. 
Promptly at the appointed hour President 
Calvin B. Orcutt of the shipbuilding com- 
pany led Miss Waters to the christening 
platform, where to the words ““T name thee 
Maryland,’ she broke a bottle of cham- 
Pagne on the prow of the cruiser. § In- 
Sluntly the great vessel began to move 
slowly down the ways and to the stream 
with flags flying and the band playing the 
national hymn. 

The general description of the ‘‘Mary- 
land is as follows: Hull—Length on 
water line, 502 feet; extreme beam, 069 feet 
b% inches; draft on normal displacement 
Or 13,676 tons, #4 feet 1 inch; full load dis- 
pencenses (ammunition and stores on 
oard), 15,104 tons. Designed indicated 
horsepower, 23,000; . speed, 22_ knots; coal 
supply, full bunker capacity, 1850 tons; com- 
piement of officers, 47; complement of sea- 
men, marines, etc., 783. 

Engines and _ bollers: There are two 
sets of vertical inverted, triple-ex aaene, 
direct-acting, propelling engines, design 
for 23.00 collective horsepower at 120 revo- 
lutions per minute. Each engine is 
placed in a separate water — compart- 
ment and has cylinders inches, 
63% inches, and two 74 inches diameter by 
48 inches stroke of piston. 

Steam at 20 pounds pressure _ is 
supplied from sixteen water-tube boilers 
of the Babcock & Wilcox marine type. The 
boilers are arranged in six water-tight 
compartments. The totai grate surface of 
the sixteen boilers is 1600 square feet and 
the total heating surface is 70,944 square 
feet. The smoke plpes are four in number, 
standing fore and aft. 

Armor: An armor belt extends five 
feet below and four feet above normal load- 
line and from stem to stern. lt is s'x 
inches thick at the top and five inches 
thick at the bottom. The maximum thick- 
ness is preserved for a depth of six 
feet from the top. The armor tapers 
at the stem and stern to a thickness of 
the Hichborn balanced oval turrets, with 
three and one-half inches. The armor on 
inclined port plates, is six and one- 
half inches thick on the port plate and six 
inches thick on the sides and rear. 

Battery: The main battery consists of 
four &inch breechloading rifles, mounted 
two in each turret on the center line of the 
vessel.

Reservation. 

Eleven hundred Gioux, moet of them 
full-blooded, many of them representatives 
of tribes whose councils have within ail- 
most a decade plotted the destruction of 
the white man and all his institutions, 
have come from far and near, from both 
Dakotas, from Minnesota and from Mone 
tana. 

This remarkable gathering in the wild 
country that has always been the home 
of the Sloux, convened for the express and 
earnest purpose of discovering how they, 


man's church. These redskins, typical rep- 
resentatives of haughty, fierce tribes, are 
all active, working members of Presby- 
terlan and Congregational churches. Prob- 
ably no more anique synod ever took place 


than that participated in this week by old 
warriors and young bucks, ng with 
all the seriousness of one of fed Cloud's 
war councils, talking native 
tongue, comparing notes to de how 
they can increase the number of Christian 
Sioux Indians. 

This is the thirty-third year this 
markable gathering has taken place. 
first it was attended by on! 
aries, and slowly throug

army of peace. Only in the past half dosen 
Spam has the Christian Council of the 
loux Indian reached anything Itke its 
present large proportions. 

The devotion of the Indians to the cause 
is almost pathetic. With the tntense fervor 
that made of them such dangerous enemies, 
every member of the two church looks for-* 
ward the whole year to the council ag 
vacation time. Some of them walk as fa 
as 200 miles on foot, from the Rosebud can 
Pine Ridge reservations. to be present 
Others sell property that will be need 
this winter to buy ponies or pay railron 
fare to the meeting place. eepees are 
brought and pitched at the camp ground 
and one happening upon the place would 
have no way of distinguishing it from an 
Indian army bivouacked for the night.

Both causes may contribute to the grad- 
ual disappearance of policemen. Crime has 
assumed such vast proportions and is so 
legitimatized that the policeman is unable 
to cope With it. Along with the policeman 
is disappearing the small criminal, who 
finds it impossible to make a decent living, 
in competition with the better organized 
trusts. jAfter rendering tribute to the 
landlord, the food trust, and the clothing 
and heating trusts, the householder has 
nothing worth while for the burglar. And 
in regulating the big criminals and order 
ing their activities, the legislative bodies 
have usurped through superior fitness, the 
functions of the police. 

In a short time the policeman will exist 
only as a stuffed’ “specimen” in museums, 
though it may be occasionally reported by 
a suburbanite that he ‘heard a policeman 
singing on the sand lots near the city 
limits."’

When Christopher Lanyon, a discouraged 
Socialist, and Audrey Thurston, a young 
woman of the “advanced thought,"’ went to 
live as brother and sister in the lonely 
Cornish cottage which furnishes the title 
for Charles Marriott's new novel, ‘The 
House on the Sands," (John Lane, New 
York), the failure of such an experiment 
in Platonism was, of course, a foregone 
conclusion. 

In the present instance Mr. Marriott, 
whose strong novel of a year or s0 ago, 
“The Column,” insures his being remem- 
bered by the grateful reader of fiction, 
makes the faibure melodramatic to a de- 
gree.

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It is for this ultimate result that Godfrey 
Julian, Randal Tate and Christopher Lan- 
yon are striving together in the beginning 
and there is much of fine enthusiasm in the 
movement.

Marriott's story finally overshadows the 
political, as must needs be if the story is to 
be a story and not a political treatise, and 
even the wreck of Julian's political fortunes 
in the end does not powerfully affect the 
reader. It is the price he pays for the love 
of Audry Thurston, and, since he pays it 
very manfully, it is a case of “the world 
well lost’’ and the dramatic unities properly 
preserved.

NERO, VIOLINIST, MAKES A HIT 


Brewery Lights Tllumine Scene Af- 
ter Palace of Cesars Has 
Ceased to Glow. 


To the strains of twentieth century pop- 
ular music played by a modern brass band, 
Rome of 2000 years ago burns nightly at 
Handlan'’s Park for the pleasure of its 
Nero. Then While the distant lights of 
South St. Louis shine through the holes in 
the ruined city, fireworks of wonderful de- 
Sign hold the great audience in admiration 
for half an hour. 

The display is the most elaborate of the 
Series of Pain's spectacles, including such 
performances as the Fall of Pompeii and 
the Siege of Sebastopol. 

Friday night waa the night of flowers, 
the fireworks being all in the shape of 
flowers. The management estimated that 
18,000 people filled the amphitheater. 


umns forming the background of the per- 
formance. Except for the absence of Ve- 
suvius, Rome does not look materially dif- 
ferent from Pompeii. 

After the band concert, which begins at 
7 o'clock, follows the portrayal of ancient 
Roman life with a few modern athletic 
specialties mixed in. 

Roman soldiers, members of the Prae- 
torilan guard, gladiators, senators and citl- 
zens throng tthe broad street along the 
city’s front. They enjoy the various amuse- 
ments said to have delighted the Romans 
of Nero's day. : 

Combats between gladiators and wrestling; 
and boxing matches engage the attention 
of interested crowds, who cheer the win- 
ners and carry the vanquished away. 

Parties of young Romans pass through 
the streets in their graceful togas and 
wearing garlands. They sing and play 
pranks On one another. 

Young girls engage in Roman dances, 
which are a feature of the performance. 
They are light and graceful in their move- 
ments and do not attempt any of the vig- 
orous and noisy specialties of the modern 
vaudeville performer. 

Nero, the emperor, accompanied by a 
great retinue. parades back and forth} 
along the street, cheered by the crowds, 
and watches the sports. A chariot race be- 
tween a man and a woman 1s aa exciting 
feature. The race is over an obling course 
between the city and the audience and as 
the horses pass along the outer side they 
are close to the audience. The Romans 
gather along the edge of the course and 
cheer like the devotees of the modern 
horse race. That part of the audience seat- 
ed at the turning points of the course usu- 
ally tries to climb over the seats as the 
horses dash toward them. The woman, of 
course, wins. 


Sufferings of 
Martyrs Shown. 


Another ract between boys furnishes th’ 
most real sport of the performance, They 
go twice around the course. At intervals 
they must jump hurdles and craw! through 
suspended barrels. With twelve starting 
not more than four or five finish on ac- 
count of the exertions of the contest. 

Crowds of Christians doomed to enter 

the ring with Hons and tigers are led 
through the city by soldiers, the lions and 
tigers in cages forming a part of the pro 
cession. The Christians kneel and beg 
Nero to save them, and are then dragged 
away by the soldiers, while the crowds 
yell “Down with the Christians.”’ 
The costumes are rich In color and bright 
shields and spears of the soldiers giisten in 
the flare of the torches, presenting a bril- 
lant scene. 

A tilcker of flame in a half dozen points 
far up on ‘the hillside and the roar of an 
explosion are the first alarms of the burn- 
ing of Rome.

of South 8t. Louis glisten where its walls 
once stood. 

The display of fireworks were opened bv 
the sending of balloons amid a shower of 
rockets and Roman candles. The features 
of the display include mammoth roses and 
potted plants outlined In fire, as well as 
flags and banners of various designs.

The Archbishop of Manilla was under 
the personal escort of St. Leo's White 
Horse Brigade, composed of six young 
women and 3% men, all mounted on white 
horses, on his journey between cheering 
lines of people from Union Station to the 
parochial residence. A detail of mount 
polce opened a path for the carriage and 
the procession carried thousands of torches, 
many of which burned red fire. 

The archbishop stood in his carriage 
with uncovered head along the _ entire 
route, and it could easily be seen that he 
was deeply moved by the warmth of the 
welcome. 

Around the parochial residence for sev- 
eral blocks the streets were so badly 
crowded that movement through them was 
almost impossible. On every doorstep and 
in every window, on the fences and on the 
walls that surround the church, men, 
women and children were packed. and with 
voice, whistle, horn and bell joined in the 
chorus of welcome. 

When Father Harty attempted to respond 
to the speech of welcome made by Thomas 
J. Ward, he was so deeply moved that he 
could hardly find voice. He thanked his 
parishioners fervently, and assured them 
that not even in the revered atmosphere 
of the Eternal City had he been stirred 
by such emotions. 

Archbishop Harty will remain in St. 
Louis for several weeks before doparting 
for his new field of labor in the Philip- 
pines.
